WASHINGTON, March 22.—(>)— 
A double blow of veto-overriding pro- 
_portions was struck at the president 
today when the house voted not only 
to pay the $2,000,000%00 soldiers 
bonus now but also to use the cur- 
rency inflation method of paying. 

Applause and window-rattling cow- 
boy yells greeted preliminary deci- 
sions which led tu final passage of 
the Patman bonus payment bill by 
a 318-to-90 vote. 

And the 207-to-204 choice of the 
_Patman currency expansion plan 
| ageinst the orthodox Vinson-American 


Legion bill created an uproar that 
looked and sounded like a riot. 

The Patman bill now goes to the 

senate, and none knows what will 
happen to it there although polls 
have shown a majority in favor of 
cash payment. Even leaders concede 
the house could muster the necessary 
two-thirds to override a_ presidential 
veto. The senate is another story. 

Months ago, the president express- 
ed his opposition to paying the bonus 
the ground that it would 
interfere with his recovery program 
/and at the same time give the sol- 
_diers something they’ were not due to 
'receive until 1945. He informed party 
_leaders he would veto it, although 
there have been suggestions of com- 
promise. 

Only recently, Donald Richberg, the

'so long as President Roosevelt was 
in the White House there would be 
no inflation.

| Text of Tax Amendment 


by Legislature 


An act to propose to the qualified 

r voters of the state of Georgia an 
amendment to Paragraph 1, Section 
2, of Article 7 of the Constitution 
of the State of Georgia, so as to 
authorize the general assembly to 
fix limitations upon the amount of 
ttaxes which may be levied upon 
properties in this state for the pur- 
pose of the state, the counties, the 
municipalities and the other govern- 
mental subdivisions; and to classify 
properties; and to levy and collect 
taxes and distribute the same to the 
state, the counties, the municipali- 
ties and the other governmental sub- 
divisions; and for other purposes, 

Section One (1). 

Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of eGorgia, and 
it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same that Paragraph 1 of 
Section 2 of Article 7 of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Georgia be, and 
the same is, hereby stricken from 
the constitution and the following is 
substituted therefor: 

All taxes shall be levied and col- 
lected under general laws for public 
purposes only. All taxation shall 
be uniform upon the same class of 
property subject to fax within the 
territorial limits of the authority 
levying the tax. 

Property which is subject to tax 
shall be divided into two classes, to- 
wit: Intangible property and tangi- 
ble property. 

Intangible property shall consist 
of money, .notes, accounts, stocks, 
bonds, and all other rights of ac- 
tion, and or representative of value, 
but shall not include corporate fran- 
chises. 

Tangible properties shall include 
corporate franchises and all other 
classes of property not embraced in 
the said definition of intangible prop- 
erties. 

No taxes in excess of five (5) mills 
on each dollar of the assessed value 
of such intangible properties shall 
be levied for all purposes of the 
state, the counties, the municipali- 
ties, and the other governmental sub- 
divisions of the state. 

No tax shall be levied on the tan- 
gible property by this state or any 
other governmental subdivision there- 
of except as follows: 

1. No tax in excess of five (5) 
mills on each dollar of the assessed 
value of tangible properties shall be 
levied by the counties of this state 
for all county purposes. 

2 No tax in excess of five (5) 
mills on each dollar of the assessed 
value of tangible properties shall be 
levied for school purposes. 

® No tax in excess of five (5) 
mills on each dollar of the assessed 
value of tangible property shall be 
levied by a municipality of this state 
for all municipal purposes. 

The general assembly from this 
time may provide the method of re- 
turning, assessing, levying and col- 
lecting all taxes and may apportion 
the same to the state and the gov- 
ernmental subdivisions thereof in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this 
section. 

Provided that such property shall 

continue to be subject to taxation 
for the payment of the principal and 
interest of any legal indebtedness of 
the state and or any political sub- 
. division thereof, existing as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1936, and such bonded in- 
debtedness as may be hereafter le- 
‘gally created and validated. 

Provided further that nothing 
herein shall be construed to restrict 
or abridge the right of the General

“An act, to propose to the qualified 
voters of Georgia, an amendment to 
the constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia, authorizing the levying of a tax 
for the payment of old age pensions, 
and for other purposes. 

“This bill proposes to submit to the 
people an amendment to the consti- 
tution, permitting the state to levy a 
per capita tax for the purpose of sup- 
porting and maintaining the aged 
poor of the state. Or, in other words, 
to permit the state to levy taxes to 
pay an old age pension. 

“If any old age pension is to be 
paid the minimum age limit would, 
in all probability, be 65 years. I have 
checked up and found that there are 
118,145 people in the state of Geor- 
gia who are 65 years of age and over. 
If each of these old people are paid 
$30.00 per month the total monthly 
cost to the state would be $3,544,350. 
The yearly cost at this rate would be 
$43,532,200 added to their already 
heavy tax burden, which would cost 
the three million people in Georgia, 
every man, woman and child—white 
and black over $12.00 each. 

“In other words, it would mean that 
the people of Georgia would have add- 
ed to their already heavy tax burden 
approximately $42,000,000. The total 
amount collected from the taxpayers 
of Georgia by the state amounts to 
approximately $9,000,000 which is 
used to operate the common schools 
the insane asylum, the University Sys- 
ter, the tuberculosis sanatorium and 
in operating the state government. 

“The amount required to pay an 
old age pension aS outlined above 
would be four or five times more than 
the entire state government now costs 
the taxpayers. I do not believe the 
people in Georgia should be burdened 
with such heavy taxes as an old age 
pension will require. 

“I am opposed to all kinds of pen- 
sions except a soldier’s pension, 
do believe it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to pay a pension to soldiers, 
who in the prime of life were snatch- 
ed away from gainful occupations and 
sent to war in protection of their 
country. It is just as much the duty 
of the government to pay soldiers for 
their Jost legs, arms and other dis- 
abilities incurred as it is the duty of 
the government to take care of other 
obligations incurred during time of 
war and any other kind of pension 
is wrong in principle, and would prove 
wrong in practice. 

“T do not want to see the incentive 
of the American people to work and 
lay up something for their old age 
destroyed. We do not want to take 
the pride and ambition from the young 
men and women of our country to 
take care of their old parents. If 
we take this away from our young 
men and women who are able-bodied 
and let them think the government 
will take care of their parents, we 
will take something out of their souls. 

“If we adopt an old age pension 
we are taking another step toward 
destruction. We are leading our peo- 
ple to think that they can get some- 
thing for nothing and, that it is the 
duty of the government to support 
the people rather than the duty of 
the people to support the government. 
We must not have the people of our 
state and of the nation forget the 
fundamental principles of government, 


We must not forget that it is not the 
purpose of the state to support its 
‘people, but on the other hand, the 
‘duty of the government both state 
| and national to allow its people to 
make their own way in life, earn 
their own living, and be the directors 
of their own destiny. with the govern- 
ment acting as umpire only.”

nerves or temperament—a stout and stocky man with a half-amused ex-

He offers quite a study in the art of pitching and we would 
like to set down on paper a few of these impressions gained in several 
pleasant conversations with him down here in the training camp. 


Kelley is a man of remarkably sim 
ple habits, which probably explains 
his long and durable career as a top- 
flight pitcher in the Southern league. 


SIMPLE FORMULA. 

His pitching formula, too, is simple 
for one whose technique is so perfect. 
Kelley not only has been one of the 
greatest starting pitchers the Sonth- 
ern league has ever seen, but one of 
its greatest—if not the greatest—re- 
lief pitchers, 


“The fans see you work on a 
hitter out there, Harry, and I be- 
lieve they would like to know ex- 
actly how you go about it,” the 
writer asked the 29-year-old vet- 
eran who has been going along for 
11 years now, averaging close to 
20 wins a season in a pretty fast 
league. 


Kelley grinned shyly and averred 
that such would probably bore the 
fans. But we insisted not. 

“Well, if you want to know 
what I consider my best pitch, it 
is still my fast ball. I throw four 
fast balls to a hitter to one curve 
ball. A fast ball is the best pitch 
of all if a fellow knows how to 
use it,” he began. 

Kelley explained how he used his 
fast ball to its best advantage. 


SOME WEAKNESS. 

“In a league like the Southern al- 
most every hitter has a blind spot or 
a weakness. I’ve pitched in the league 
so long that I know most of these. 
Pitching, as. you know, is largely a 
matter of finding these spots—whether 
high or low, in or out. And very few 
of them can hit a ball that is pitched 
perfectly to their weakness. 

“On what I call a step-in hit- 
ter—one who steps in on the ball 
—I pitch my fast one inside to 
make him hit it on the handle. 
which usually means a ground ball 
or a pop fly. To a pull-hitter— 
one who pulls away from the plate 
—I pitch outside on him, either 
with a curve or a fast one to make 
him top the ball and beat into 
the ground or hit a high fly. OT 
course, this doesn’t always work, 
but it’s playing the percentage 
anyway.” 

What makes Kelley so effective is 
that the pitches both side-arm and 
over-handed with a very easy deliv- 
ery that frequently catches the hitter 
off-stride. He relies mainly on his 
fast ball—still’ pretty fast—and a 
slow, wide curve which he keeps low 
and outside. A high curve ball is no 
good whatever. 
| Kelley also throws a knuckle 
| ball, but very seldom, due to the 
| strain it makes on one’s arm. He 
| wsed to use the knuckler a lot, but 
| new employs it only when he has 

two strikes on a hitter and wishes 

to finish striking him out. 

The knuckler, which is properly 
held with the finger nails of all five 
fingers, is a very tricky pitch and cuts 
peculiar didoes at the plate. Thrown 
right, it is almost impossible to hit 
out of the infield. Ed Rommell, of the 
Athletics, and Nap Rucker were the 
only two pitchers Kelley ever knew 
(who could throw it consistently and 
‘not break down. 

LETTER HIGH INSIDE. 


Left-handed batters do not bother 
Kelley as much as the right-handed 
kind—this also unusual. He once shut 
out a club with seven left-handed hit- 
ters in the lineup. He usually pitches 
them about letter high inside. Never 
give a left-handed slugger a high out- 
side ball is his motto. 

We asked if he were not 
afraid to reveal pitching se- 
crets. 

“Why not?” he replied. “They 
all know how I pitch anyway.” 
The Cracker ace holds a few records 

all his own. 

He was the youngest pitcher in the 
league for eight years, having broke 
in with Memphis at the age of 16. 

He holds the record with 43 2-3 
scoreless innings he pitched for

Competent persong,in each coun- 
ty would be select by the state 
board of health to give the inocu- 
lations. and the cost would be 50 
cents per dog, 25 cents to go fo 
the county: and 25 cents to the 
state. 

-Failure of owners to submit dogs 
for inoculation would result in the 
dog being destroyed after due no- 
tice posted: at the county court- 
house. 

The house must concur in sen- 
ate amendments before the bill goes 
to the governor. One of the amend- 
ments specifies that county authori- 
ties may buy the--necessary vac- 
cines wherever they see fit, and 
another that in counties without 
hoards of health the county commis- 
sioners may name the individual 
who gives the vaccines.

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The Atlanta municipal government 
will lose about 70 per cent of its ad 
valorem income and 40 per cent of 
its receipts and Fulton county 
will lose approximately 50 per cent of 
its gross receipts if the 15-mill limi- 
tation amendment on ad valorem taxes 
passed by the Georgia legislature Fri- 
day is made a part of the constitu- 
tion in the 1936 general election. , 

Joe C, Little; Harry Perkerson and 
Leo Sudderth, city tax assessors, point- 
ed out that the city receipts from ad 


tation as against the 15-mill now 
levied, would: be cut from $5,221,633 
1934 revenue to $1,615,071 under the 
new setup. 

Fulton county receipts would be 
cut approximately half, according to 
county officials. The county . now 
levies a 10-mill tax, exclusive of school 
taxes, and would be limited to 5. The 
7T-mill school tax would be reduced ‘to 
5 mills, under the plan. 

The city, it is anticipated, would. be 
enabled to make an additional levy to 
retire outstanding bonds and provide 
interest, but none of this could be di- 
verted into city coffers. 

As city officials interpreted the 
amendment Friday night, Atlanta

schools probably would bear ‘the brunt 
of the loss, as they obtain funds from 
general council appropriations and no 
special levy is made for them.

Other Georgia cities and counties 
also will feel the pinch of the new 
bill, if it’s ever written into law, and 
it is expected that. governmental sub- 
divisions generally will oppose ap- 
proval of the constitutional amend- 
ment to make the bill a law. 


Leading Southern Scientists 
Open Two-Day Meeting Here 


Outstanding Southern leaders’ in 
the realms of science, physics and 
mathematics arrived at Agnes Scott 
Friday for the opening session of the 
two-day joint meeting of the South- 
eastern section of the Mathematical 
Association of America, the Georgia 
Academy of Science and the first 
meeting of the American Physical 
Society. 

Dr. K. P. Williams, of Indiana 
university, the guest speaker of the 
Mathematical association, delivered 
the outstanding address at the session 
Friday afternoon, Dr. Williams’ pa- 
per, “The Movement of Mercury’s 
Perihelion,” whose object was an ex- 
planation of the difficulties of the 
problem, gave the computed transits 
beginning with that of 1786, the work 
being based on the tables of New- 
comb, and the results being in close 
accord with those of Innis. A tenta- 
tive discussion of the residuals was 
given, the only elements in the prob- 
lem needing correcting being assum- 
ed to be the position and motion of 
Mercury’s node and perihelion, and 
the diameter of the sun. ‘A _ least 
square solution of the conditional 
equation increased the centennial mo- 
tion of the perihelion by 3°.5 above 
that of Newcomb. The corrections ob- 
tained result in small residuals for 
the 15 transits involve@, except. the 
last two, those of 1924 and 1927. 


Tech Professor Speaks. 
Dr. R. A. Hefner, of the Georgia 
‘School of Technology, read a paper 
on “Generalized Step Squares.” The 
purpose of this paper was to point 
out how the step method of construct- 
ing magic squares can be extended 
so that the order of the integers need 
not be the same as the order of the 
step used in placing them. 

Dr. Hefner was followed by Dr. 
H. H. Germond, University of Flor- 
ida, who spoke on “Mathematics and 
Bacteriology.” 

Professor P. R. Hill, University of 
Georgia, read a paper on the “Digits 
of Pi.” An examination of the 707 
digits sample of pi appeared to show 
pi possessed the characteristics of a 
number formed by chance. Other ir- 
| rationals were discussed. 

The afternoon session of the Math- 
ematical association was brought to a
